Earnings of South Carolina Railroads, 
‘ CoL_umMBIA, 8. C., March 23,.-—{Special.j—Ac- 
cording to the monthly statement of the railroad 
commission issued today, the railroads of South 
Carolina earned nearly $9,000,000 net in January, 
an increase of abont $140,000 over the correspond- 
ing month of last year.

The Large Crowd at the Grand Pacific--The

Mrs. Crook and Mrs. Reed were then driven 
quietly to the Baltimore and Ohiodepot. The 
train on Which the funeral party Ieft at 3 
o'clock consisted of nine cars, the one contain- 
ing the casket being in the rear ef the mail 
ear. It was entirely covered with black and 
the interior was draped with American flags. 
A special Pullman devoted to Mrs. Crook and 
escort, was heavily draped in black, looped 
with narrow bands of white. The officers de 
tailed to act as a guard of honor and who occu- 
pied seats in the special car, are: Colonels 
Corbin, Herl, and Stanton; Major Randall and 
Captain Kennan.

SENATOR CALL MAKES A STATEMENT 
In Regard to the Report That Marshal 


Mizell and Himself Had a 
Serious Difficulty. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., March 23.—A Pensa- 
cola special sent late last night says: ‘This 
city has been in a fever of excitement over 
rumors of an altercation alleged to have taken 
place between Senator Call and United States 
Marshal John R. Mizellin the office of the 
Continental hotel this morning. All sorts of 
stories have been going round, but friends of 
both men have been disposed to say very little 
on the subiect. Traced to_ what. ap- 
pears to be a reliable source of in- 
_formation, the story is substantially this: 
Mizell charged the senator with having made 
siatements before a judiciary committee affect- 
ing his (Mizel!l’s) private character. This led 
to angry words and to very abusive language 
by Mizell, for which he subsequently apolo- 
sized, upon Senator Call’s denial of the charge. 
The two men parted on a much better footing, 
Senator Call going to Defuniak springs to fill 
an engagement to speak before the Chau- 
tanqua. The affair, however, has been twisted 
intoall sorts of stories, many of them of an ab- 
surd and ridiculous character. Senator Call ‘s 
reported to have conducted himself with great 
dignity and moderation throughout the whole 
conversation.” 

A STATEMENT FROM SENATOR CALLE. 

United States Senator Wilkinson Call 
arrived here tonight at 11 o’clock. An Asso- 
ciated Press reporter called on him and asked 
him as to the truth of certain published state- 
meuts regarding his encounter with United 
States Marshal Mizell yesterday. In reply 
Mr. Call wrote out the following statement: 

Persona! difiiculties are not a proper sub- 
ject of newspaper controversies. The report 
in the Savannah News is not correct. Mr. 
Mizell did, to my surprise, approach me with 
language substantially as stated. I did not 
state that I would have killed Mizell, but for 


the presence of Mrs. Call. I am 
not in the habit of making violent re- 
marks. did not either make = an 


explanation to Mr. Mizell. I said to Mizell 
tiat I was at all times responsible for my con- 
duet, public or private. Mizell became satis- 
fied that his remarks and manner of approach 
to me wereimproper, and voluntarily withdrew 
and apologized for them. The matter was set- 
tled, and disposed of satisfactory to both par- 
ties. Every one knows that I could not be the 
author of the charges against Mizell. What- 
ever they may be, they were matters of 
public notoriety, of which I could not 
possibly be the author. I do not 
know -of any letters to any one 
regarding Mizell’s private _ life. None 
such have been written by mere statements 
and names of witnesses have been sent to me 
respecting some matters not relating to Mi- 
zeil’s private life, which I placed, at request 
of the persons sending thein, before the proper 
authorities, and such persons may have had 
letters addressed to them inquiring as to the 
nature of their testimony and my name may 
have been mentioned. I have no remembrance 
of such ietters. 

‘‘My action has been public in the open sen- 
ate, and no motion has heen made of Mizell’s 
name or special reference to him as distin- 
guished fromthe others. I have not under- 
stood from him that he has taken exception to 
this. The difliculty between us was settled 
without proceeding further, and I have no 
wish to refer to it.’’

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A BLOW AT CANADA'S TRADE. 


The New Tariff and its Application to Our 
Northern Neighbors. 

OTTAWA, Ont., March 23.—It appears as if 
the framers of the United States tariff changes 
had studied the distinctive products of each 
province of Canada, and increased the duties 
on them accordingly. They aim at Ontario in 
the matter of barley and apples, at Quebec 
and New Brunswick on herses and hay, and at 
Nova Scotia and Frince Edward island on po- 
tatoes and other vegetables. Nova Scotia also 
gets hard hit in the shape of increased duties 
on fish. 

There can be no doubt that the new tariff 
has created a decidedly uneasy feeling here. 
Those who have looked into its details think 
itis a direct blow at Canadian trade with the 
United States. 

The duty on horses is now twenty per cent. ; 
the proposal isto raise it to thirty per cent. 
Cauada sent last year 17,277 horses, valued at 
82,115,728, to the United States. The in- 
creased duty is leveled against that trade, and 
will fall most heavily on Ontario and Quebes, 
whence 16,000 of the horses were drawn. 

The duty on cattle, formerly twenty per 
cent, is to be raised to $10 per head where the 
cattle are over a year old, and $2 per head 
where less. Canada sent 37,360 cattle, valued 
at $488,266, to the United States last year. 
The duty on these ne wae would be, under the 
old rate, $9,764. Under the new rate it would 
reach, provided the cattle are all over a year 
old, $373,000. 

Eggs, now free, it is proposed to tax at the 
rate of five cents a dozen. Canada’s exports 
last year were 14.011, 017 dozen. The tax at 
tive cents would be $700,000, 

It is in barley that the greatest damage will 
be done. The present duty on barley is ten 
cents per bushel. It is proposed to increase 
the rate to thirtv cents, Last year Canad 
sent 6,054,504 bushels to the United states. The 
present duty on this quantity is $095,450. The 
new duty would aggregate $2,980,550.

‘THEY MET BY CHANCE 


_ALLEGHANY CITY FLOODED. 


The Rivers Over Their Banks—Mills Will 


Suspend Work. 

PITTsBuRG, Pa., March 23.—The Mononga- 
hela river touched-the highest notch of the 
present flood at 2 o’clock this afternoon, when 
the marks registered 24 feet even. The Alle- 
gheny river reached the same point a short 
time later, and is still rising. Rivermen, how- 
ever, do not anticipate a much higher stage, 
as it has grown quite cold and reports from the 
head-waters show the rivers to be stationary. 
So far no serious damage has been done, 
Most of the boats along the wharf had steam 
up today and were ready in case of danger. 
A large Pomel of the lower portion of Alleghany 
City — the south side and west 
end—are partially submerged. Traffic 
has been entirely suspended on _ the 
Pittsburg and Western railroad, the tracks 
being covered for the distance of six miles. 

In the vicinity ef what is known as Barefoot 
Square, the water completely surrounds many 
of the houses and has cut of all communica- 
tion with them, except by skiff. Theresidents 
were busy all day moving their effects to the 
upper stones, 

On Sehool street the scholars in the Presby- 
terian Sunday-school were dismissed at half- 
past 3 o’clock and at 4 o’elock it was Impossi- 
bie to get into the building on acceunt of the 
high water. The water backed up from a 
sewer and rushed in a great volume down the 
streets, flooding the entire vicinity and badly 
damaging the new ball grounds of the brother- 
hood in Exposition park. 

On the north and south banks of the Monon- 
gahela nearly all the mills and factories are 
compelled to suspend operations until the 
water subsides. Dispatches from other points 
along the upper Monongahela and Yough- 
iougheny rivers report consierable damage to 
farm lands and houses along the banks of the 
streams, but nothing of a serious nature. 

A iifty foot span of a bridge just being 
erected across the Ohio river, below Alleghany 
City, Was washed away late this afternocn, 
and the abutments considerably damaged. At 
midnight the Alleghanyfriver was stationery, 
with twenty-four feet six inches on the marks. 
It has not rained for twenty-four hours and no 
further damage is apprehended. 

A Johnstown special says the high water 
passed off without any particular damage, aud 
the cold weather now prevailing is an assur- 
ance thatthe danger point is passed. The 
water was higher than at any time since the 
great flood of last May. 


STONY HILL’S MYSTERY. 


A Little Pennsylvania Hamlet Excited Over 
Farmer Downey's Death. 
TRENTON, March 23.—The finding of the 
mutildted body of John Downey, in the ruins 
of his little hermitage at Stony Hill, still has 
mystery surrounding it. The few resi- 
dents of the little Pennsylvania village, 
four miles across the Delaware Kiver, 
are confident that a murder has 
been committed. The coloring foul play is 
given to the narrative because the body was 
found in the cellar with the head cut, and the 
skull has the appearance of having been 
crushed by a blow. The arms and legs were 
burned off, and the body had been surrounded 
by boxes where the fire had been kindled. 
There are only a few houses in the settle- 


ment. Downey lived alone and was regarded 
asahermit. He had a farm of about fifty 
acres. It was known thathe kepta sum of 


money at home, but no trace of this can be 
found inthe ruins, It is believed by the 
neighbors that thieves entered the house, and, 
arousing the old man, a struggle ensued, in 
which he wasstunned or killed bya blow, 
after which the intruders fired the building. 
Several tramps wore in the neighborhood dur- 
ing the night, seeking shelter, but were gener: 
aliy refused. Since the fire no trace of them 
has been seen. 

The county constables and coroner were no- 
tified and are now investigating the case, with 
but little prggpects of unraveling it, as there 
seems to be no Clew to start on. Farmer Dow- 
ney was in good circumstances, and leaves 
two sons, one married and living near the old 
homestead, while Hugh, the younger, is a con- 
ductor on the City railway in this city. Both 
the boys are of the opinion that their father 
was robbed and murdered. 


DANCES IN HIS CELL. 


An Accused Murderer Indulges in Queer 
Antics and May Be Insane. 

ALLENTOWN, March 23.—Michael Murphy, 
wlio is in jail charged with the murder of John 
Moran, of Hokendauge, shows signs of insan- 
ity. Since yesterday there have been unmis- 
takable indications of mental derangement 
and Warden Henninger believes that Murphy 
will become a raving maniac. 

Murphy has a wild look and sines his con- 
finemont he is gradually breaking down. He 
has a fair appetite and eats well of what is 
brought him. He sleeps very little and spends 
the nights in pacing up and down the cell, 
whistling and dancing. He refuses to go to 
bed and at times lies down on the floor. 

When seen today he paced his cell in his 
bare feet and stopped occasionally to dance. 
He shrieks sometimes and cries loudly, which 
annoys the inmates, and in consequence the 
entire jail is thrown into cn uproar. 

The hearing will be held on Tuesday and 
District Attorney Stiles will push the case for 
trial at the April term of court. 


CRANK ERICKSON’S. PROPHECY. 


Oakland People Excited Over the Approach 
of the Date of the Earthquake. 

OAKLAND, Cal., March 23.—As the time 
draws near for the fulfillment of Crank Erick- 
son's prophecy of the simultaneous inundation 
and destruction of San Francisco, Oakland, 
Chicago and New York by an earthquake, 
April 14, helievers here are becoming more 
and more excited. They-are selling real estate 
at half its valueand disposing of other property 
for a song to second-hand dealers. 

They will move to the surrounding hills out 
of harm’s way. There will be an organized 
hegira under leaders, and daily. prayer-meet- 
ings will be held until the night of the 13th. 

A magnificent piece of property assessed at 
$10,000, was sold for $6,500, and all the furni- 
ture in a nine-room house went for $35. One 
devotee gave away several cords of wood, say- 
ing he would not need it. 


CHILDREN BY THE DOZENS. 


The Canadian Government Bounty Has 
Many Beneficiaries. 

MONTREAL, March 23.—The offer of the 
government to give a free grant of 100 acres of 
land to every father having twelve children 
has so far proved a great success, the present 
appearances being that most of the unoccupied 
lands in this province will soon be taken up. 

Although it is only about three weeks since 
the government was ready to receive applica- 
tions, over 140 claimants have already had 
their claims recorded, and applications are 
_ coming in at an average of five or six a 

ay.

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| THE LIGHTWEIGHTS. 


THE FIGHT BETWEEN M’AULIFFE 
AND CARROLL 


IN SAN FRANCISCO LAST FRIDAY. 


Heavy Betting Previous to the Battle— 
McAonliffe’s Long Reach Wins Him 
the Battle—The Closing Rounds. 


Sr. Louis, March 238—The Republic has the 
following dispatch about the fight in San 
Francisco between McAuliffe and Carroll: 

There was not an empty seat in the exhibi- 
tion room of the California Athletic club to- 
night, the attraction being the great glove 
fight between Jimmy Carroll and Jack Mc- 
Auliffe for the light championship of the 
world. Ali day long the pool rooms had been 
as busy as bee hives, and it is estimated that 
$20,000 was wagered on the result. 
the inoney was laid at odds of $100 to $60 on 
McAuliffe. The men were both trained down 
to the finest possible shape and prepared in all 
respects for the fight of their lives. 

No pugilistic event ever held in this city 
created more interest than thiscontest. Lovers 
of this class of sport had been looking forward 
to the fight ever since McAuliffe’s arrival here 
about two months ago, when a final settlement 
of conditions was agreed upon, and during the 
last few weeks the coming contest awakened 
the keenest interest. This was due in a great 
measure to the large amount of money at stake 


upon the result. The purse offered 
by the club amounted to $5,000, 
of which $500 was to go tothe loser. In ad- 


dition to this sum each principal posted $5,000 
on the fight, making the total sum which 
would fall into the hands of the winner $12,- 
500. Before the terms of the contest were 
completed Carroll demanded that both men 
should fight at 133 pounds, but MeAulifie de- 
clared that he could not get down to that 
weight without injury to himself, andit was 
finally agreed that the men should weigh in 
before the contest at 137 pounds. 

A number of sporting men arrived here from 
eastern points some time ago, attracted by 
the coming fight, and it was freely reported 
that they had brought large amounts of money 
with them which they intended to place on 
McAuliffe. When the match was first made 
Carroll was a favorite here, but soon after the 
announcement was made that there was so 
much McAuliffe money in the market, Car- 
roll’s admirers evinced a decided unwilling- 
ness to come forward, the general impression 
being that they were holding out for large 
odds. The consequence was that up to the 
day of the fight the amount wagered was not 
as large as expected. Two to one on McAuliffe 
was what Carroll’s friends wanted. The east- 
ern supporters of McAuliffe made offers jrang- 
ing from $100 to $80. to $100 to $60, but they 
found but few takers, though the pool-rooims 
during the last few days have been crowded 
with friends of both men. 

So far as the condition of the men was Ccon- 
cerned it was regarded as perfect in both 
cases. The men met at the California club 
last night and selected seconds. Carroll se- 
lected Martin Murphy and Florrie Barnett. 
McAuliffe announced that Billy Madden and 
Jack Dempsey would bein his corner. Car- 
roll immediately raised a strong objection to 
Dempsey on the ground that he was an em- 
ploye of the club, and as such was dis- 
qualified to act as second. The 
directors pointed out that Carroll himeelf, 
who is also an employe of the club, had acted 
as second of McCharthy in the latter’s fight 
with Dempsey last month. They therefore 
suspended the rule and allowed Dempsey to 
go behind McAuliffe tonight. Hiram Cook 
was elected as referee. 

NO FOOLING ALLOWED. 

Owing tosome rumors afloat yesterday that the 
contest was not to be a genuine one, President 
Fulda last night informed Carroll and McAu- 
liffe that ifat any time-during the contest 
there was any evidence of “‘fooling,”’ the fight 
would be stopped and the men thrown out of 
the ring. ’ 

As early as six o’clock this evening specta- 
tors began to assemble at the gymnasinm of 
the California club, and two hours later 
there was not a vacant seat in the large 
building, fully 2,000 persons being present. 
The betting became more brisk this evening, 
though the Carroll men still persisted in their 
demands for two to one, and considerable 
money was placed at these odds. Among the 
heaviest bets made was one of $2,000 to $1,000 
on McAuliffe. 

Previous to the contest an effort was made 
to pass a resolution instructing the board of 
direetors to arrange a match between Mc- 
Auliffe and Peter Jackson, but the club de- 
cided to leave the matter in the hands of the 
directors. 

It was nearly 3 o’cloek when the contestants, 
accompanied by their seconds, appeared in the 
ring. McAuliffe was the first to step over the 
ropes. Both men were received with much 
enthusiasm. The weights were announced as 
follows: McAuliffe, 1345: Carrol, 135}. 

Up tothe twenty-seventh round both men 
seemed well matched. 

BEGINNING TO GET WEAK. 

The next few rounds were generally in Mc- 
Auliffe’s favor, both men displaying much 
cleverness. There were a number of rallies, 
in which considerable pounding was done by 
McAuliffe. Mac’s blows seemed to have 
greater effect when the men were not fighting 
at close quarters. MeAuliffe had the advan- 
tage nearly all the time, as Carroll seldom 
reached him. Onee McAuliffe landed a straight 
right-hand blow on Carroll’s neck, which had 
a staggering effect. At the close of the thirty- 
sixth round the men.while not strong,were both 
in fair conditicn. The thirty-seventh round 
was very tame, but the men sparred the next 
round with some slight exchanges and then 
Carroll commenced to poend away at Mac’s 
face and jaw. Carroll reached his mark more 
than a half dozen times, and Mac was evi- 
dently becoming dazed. He struck out weari- 
ly, but Carroll would get away safely and 
come back with another jab in Mac’s face. 
Carroll repeated this performance in the next 
round, thongh with not such good effect. The 
fortieth round was quiet. 

McAuliffe recovered a little in the nex 
round, bat in the forty-second Carroll gave 
him an ugly upper-cut, and then planted sev- 


eral more hard ones on his nese and face, 
causing the blood to tlow freely and making 


McAuliffe stagger. In the forty-third round 
McAuliffe was plainly getting weaker, and a 
number of blows on his jaw from Carroll's fist 
in this round did not improve his condition. 
McAuliffe ended the fight in the forty- 
seventh round, after savage singging, by 
knocking Carroll out by a blow in the mouth.

THE HALL CASE. 


"4 LAWYER IN JAIL FOR CON- 
TEMPT, 


A Review of the Evidence, Showing the 


Cause for Hall’s Arrest, and What 
Was Proved on Him. 


Macon, Ga., March 22.—[Special.]—It was 
expected that a motion would be made in the 
United States court today, before Judge Speer, 
by the attorneys of Colonel L. A. Hall, for 
Speer to change the sentence of imprisonment 
in jai! for five months toa fine, The motion, 
however, was not made, and Colonel Hall 
leaves tonight for Savannah in custody of the 
United States marshal, and will be confined in 
the Chatham county jail where he will serve 


his sentence. 
This morning Colonel Hall bade farewell 
to his daughters and they returned to East- 
‘man. It is said that the Misses Hall expressed 
a willingness to yield up a!l their possessions, 
_gand desired that Hall should give up all that 
_ he owns, in payment of a fine rather than 
_to have their father go to jail. They 
feel deeply the odium_ = into which 
their fond parent has fallen. He is now noto- 
riously known throughout the state as a land 
grabber. A review of this remarkable case 
and trial, will be interesting. 

Peter J. Williams owned large tracts of land 
fn Dodge and other counties. He sold land 
to Colbert, Chase & Crocker. The deeds were 
taken in the name of this firm, though it Was 
alleged they reaily bought the land for the 
Georgia Lumber company, of which George 
E. Dodge was a member. In time Norman 
W. Dodge, the plaintiff in the cast just ended, 
became possessed of the land in question. 

The firm of Briggs. Hal! & Sleeper became 
attorneys in fact for Colbert, Chase & Crocker, 
with power to sell the lands. In 1886, on com- 
plaint of Norman W. Dodge, Judge Speer 
granted an injunction perpetually restraming 
Colbert, Chase & Crockes, or Briggs, Ha!! & 
Sleeper from trespassing or in any manner 
jnterferring by sale or otherwise with the 
Jands, it being held by the court that the land 
was bought by the Georgia Lumber company 
end not by Colbert, Chase & Crocker. 

A few weeks ago Messrs. Hill & Harris, 
Lanier & Anderson, and R. K. Hines filed a 
complaintin the United States court against 
I.. A. Hill, of Eastman, individually, alleging 
that he had violated the injunction granted by 
Judge Speer, and was trespassing on the 
Jand. Hence therule brought against him 
for contempt of court. Defendant was repre- 
sented by Messrs. A. Proudtit, Marion Erwin, 
and J. A. Thomas, of Macon. 

BAD SHOWING FOR HALL. 

It was proven by numerous witnesses that 
Colonel Hall had granted deeds in many cases 
to persons for lots from which he had been 
perpetually enjoined by Judge Speer, and to 
which Hall did not have the slightest shadow 
of title. “The evidence was strong that he had 
comiitted forgery, and constantly pursued a 
course that was calculated to engender enmity 
and bitterness, cause strife and produce law 
suits. He deeded away large amounts of land 
indiscriminately, always obligating- to defend 
the purchaser for half of the land 
if successful, and if the suit was lost then no 
charges to be made fer his services. By some 
process he sought to discolor the deeds so as to 
give them the appearance of old age. Deeds 
that were really drawn in 1889 were dated back 
many years. In regard to this matter of dis- 
coloration of deeds, the following letter and 
note were allowed in evidence: 

EASTMAN, Ga.,November 22, 1889.—Louis Knight. 
Dear Sir: Enclosed I send vou a copy of deeds, as 
1 wish to get up ceeds just like these, except as to 
age, and send them as early next week as you can, 
and I will make it allright with you. Write me 
what day you can send them. Respectfulfy, 

L. A. HALL. 

P. S.—I will send more soon. L. A. H. 

The following note accompanied a lot of papers 
from Hall to Knight: 

Use this if you can as soon as possible, send me. 
I have sent for some that are better.

PERJURED HIMSELF. 

During the trial Hall also perjured himself, 
for which offense he will be tried in the United 
States courts. Witness Peacock swore posi- 
‘tively that he had seen a certain deed in pos- 
session of the negro Judge Goodwin and that 
the negro offered him the deed for’$100. 

Witnesses Morgan and Wall testified that 
they had talked to Goodwin about the deed 
and that he admitted having it. Hall was put 
on the stand and swore that no such deed was 
ever made by him and that it did not exist. 
Goodwin had previously been ordered by the 
court to produce such deed, but refused, claim- 
ing that it had never existed. Later Goodwin 
adinitted having received the deed-from Hall, 
and said that Hall told him if he let any one 
see the deed or know about it, that he would 
be killed. 

A SCHEME TO MAKE MONEY. 

The testimony of Mr. H. T. Stuckey was to 
the effect that while attending a meeting of 
the state alliance in this city in August, 1589, 
he was approached by L. A. Hall, who offered 
hima scheme to make some money. The 
scheme was explained, and he promised to 
think about it. After returning to his home 
in Montgomery county he received two letters 
from Mr. Hall.

Stuckey: Dear Sir: Enclosed find list of lands in 
the sixth district.

I do not think we 
fhould let Dodge have them. I wil! represent for 
half of what we make. Have nothingif Iam un- 
euccessful. There are not many lots in the dis- 
trict, and if you wish to look alter lots in other 
districts I will send numbers.

whom you wish deed made.

WHAT PLAINTIFF’S WITNESSES SWORE. 

Mr. Allen Sexton, the general agent of the 
Dodge interests, testified to considerable losses 
brought about by squatters, and told of a 

_ $230,000 trade which was broken up last fall 
by the troubles arising from forged deeds, ete. 
“He swore that the suits brought about by these 
squatters cost an average of about $100. He 
thought that the cost of the troublef on five or 
six hundred of these lots would amount to at 
least $50,000. The profiis of the saw mills for 
the year just past were only $126, whereas 
there would be a monthly profit of three or 
four thousand dollars were it not for the 
‘troubles sep, oe about by these squatters. 

Mr. M. C. Crary, one of the agents of the 
company, swore to the effect that he looked 
after the lands of Norman W. Dodge, and that 
there were, at least, four or five hundred 
squatters at present upon these lands. He also 
stated that these squatters seemed to be acting 
under instructions of Hall. They relied on 
him for advice and protection. e also told 
of «epredations as recited by Mr. Sexton. 

James Brophy, another seapege of the com- 
pany, swore that on nearly all of the lots of 
the company he found ople who claimed 
possession on titles which they refused to 
show or explain where they got them.

Mr. Horne Prediets a Great Future for the 
Central City. 

Macon, Ga., March 23.—[Special.]—In con 
versation with Mr. Henry Horne, one of Ma- 
con’s most important and enterprising citizens, 
today, your reporter learned some interesting 
facts about the past and future of the city. 

Mr. Horne conducts a large real estate 
agency and is possibly better posted than 
any one in this city on such 
matters. Macon. he thinks, will have 
more than double her population 
within the next ten years. The number and 
importance of the commercial and manufact- 
uring enterprises inaugurated, completed, and 
to be put under way this year, is unequaled by 
any city in the state, He thinks business lots 
that are now selling for $100 per front foot 
will ten years hence bring $500, and residence 
lots will easily bring $400 per foot. 

The building of Macon’s own road to Bir- 
mingham and the opening of the Ocmulgee 
river, he says, will give Macon advantages 
equaled by few cities in the south. 

A MILLION AND A HALF IN FACTORIES. 

He mentioned over twenty manufacturing 
enterprises recently built and in operation. 
These iactories represent a cost of 
nearly a emillion and a half 
dollars. Anfong them is the Manchester 
cotton mills $150,000, Macon brewery $150,- 
000, Planter’s oil mill $75,000, Central City 
fertilizer works $50,000, and others. <A $100,- 
000 weaving mill will be erected in a-short 
time, and the Central railroad expects to build 
a $500,000 car shop, while the Georgia South- 
ern will erect a $50,000 compress. 

He estimates that over $400,000

Vineville, he says, will see the erection of 
$150,000 worth of frame buildings in the course 
of a few weeks. This includes the magnificent 
Tourists’ hotel to beerected there by Macon 
capitalists. 

FIVE MILLION DOLLARS INCREASE. 

He says the total value of manufacturing 
enterprises, brick buildings, frame buildings 
and improvements, railroad improvements, 
additional banking capital and real estate in- 
vestments will amount to $5,000,000, making 
fully 40 per cent increase of the taxable values 
of Macon. 

ILLUSTRATIONS OF INCREASES. 

‘‘Nine months ago,’’ said Mr. Horne, ‘‘I re- 
fused to make a purchase of $10,000, but re- 
cently bought the same property for $20,000, 
an increase of 100 per cent. Two years ago I 
declined a purchase of $2,000, but have since 
made the investment at $5,000 and expect to 
realize $7,500. a clear gain of over 100 per 
cent. perannum. Eight years ago Mr. W. 
H. Whitehead sold to the Cotton Seed Oil 
company a piece of property for $500 per 
acre, his recent sales in the saine locality 
were $2,500 per acre, an_ increase 
of 500 per cent. Twenty years ago this same 
land sold for $5 per acre. 

‘Mr. Petter Harris is getting $500 per acre for 
land that one year ago would not bring $100 
per acre. Mr. W.A. Huff can realize four 
times as much for a piece of property on 
Fourth street as he could get for the same 
five years ago. I could go on with 
these illustrations indefinitely,’’ said the gen- 
tleman, ‘‘but they serve to show what Macon 
is doing.”’ 

The above, coming from the source it does, 
is certainly a valuable testimonial of the city’s 
prosperity.

WARESBORO’S EXCITEMENT 


Over a Row Between a Doctor and a Light 
ning Rod Agent. 

Waycross,Ga.,March 23.—[Special.]—A ru- 
mor reached Waycross,at 6 p.m., yesterday that 
there was considerable excitement at Wares- 
boro, a small town on the Brunswick and 
Western railroad, seven miles from Waycross, 
anda riot iseminent. Your correspondent 
immediately proceeded to the scene of the 
conflict. On his arrival there, in company 
with Dr. H. Redding, of Waycross, who had 
been called by telegraph to render medical aid, 
we found that Sheriff Henderson, of Ware 
county, and a posse were on the ground to 
protect the peace of the state. We found 
great excitement prevailing. 

THE CAUSE OF THE ROW. 

The cause of the commotion was brought 
about by Dr. J.M. Spence, who was on a 
spree, getting into a dispute with C. W. Dodge. 
It appears that Dodge, who is a lightning rod 
agent, had puta rod on Spence’s house, and : 
had called on Spence to pay for the work. 
Spence beingin his cups, found fault with 
the work, and refused to pay for it, claiming 
that it did not come up to the agreement. 

Dodge offered to call in a disinterested|party, 
whereupon Spence begancursing him. Dodge 
became enraged and struck at Spence, when 
Spence drew his knife and began cutting at 
Dodge, and finally attempted to draw a pistol. 
Dodge told him that he was notarmed. Spence 
cursed him, and told him to go and arm hiim- 
self.

“He Entertains His Congregation With a 


Talk on — He Terms Angelology— 
Avgels in the Bible. 


March 23.—[{Special.]—The 


Heaven is my home.” 


Pr. Talmage announced as his text, Judges 


_ithe angels desire tolook into.’”’ That isa su 


43:19: “And the angel did wondrously.”’ 
Following isa verbatim report of his sermon: 
Fire built on a rock. Manoah and his wife 
had there kindled the flames for sacrifice in 
raise of Geod, and in honor ofa guest whom 
they supposed to be a Vision, but.as the flame 
higher and higher, their stranger 
guest stepped into the flame and one by one 
red leap aAsct nded into the_ skies. Then they 
knew that he was an angel ofthe Lord. ‘*The 
ange! did wondrously.’ , 

Two hundred and forty-eight times does the 
Pible refer to the angels, yet I never heard or 
read asermonon A ngelology.The whole subject 
jgrelegated to the realin mythical, weird, 
spectral, and unknown. Such adjournment is 
unscriptural and wicked, Of their life, their 
character, their habits, their actions, their 
velocities, the Bible gives us full-length por- 
traits, and why this prolonged and absolute 
silence concerning them? Angelogy is my 
theme. 

There are two nations of angels, and they 
are hostile to each other; the nation of good 
angels and the nation of bad angels. Of the 
former, I chietly speak today. Their capital, 
their headquarters, their grand rendezvous, is 
heaven, but their empire .is the universe. 
They are a distinct race of creatures. No hu- 
man being can ever join their confraternity. 
The little child who in the Sabbath-school 
sings, “I want to be an angel,” will never 
have her wish gratitied. They are superhu- 
man; but they are of different grades and 
rauks, not allon the same level, or the same 
height. They have their superiors and infe- 
riors and equals. I propose ho guessing on 
this subject, but take the Bible for my 
only authority. Plato, the pliloso- 
pher, cnuessed, and divided angels 
into super-ceiestial, celestial, and sub-celestial. 
Dionysius, the Areopagite, guessed, and di- 
vided thein into three classes—the supreme, 
the middle and the last—and each of these 
into three other classes, making nine in all. 
Philo said that the angels were related to God, 
as the rays to the sun. Fulgentius said that 
they were composed of body and spirit. Cle- 
ment said that they were incorporeal. Au- 
gnstine said that they had been in danger of 
falling, but now are beyond being tempted. 
But the only authority on this subject that [ 
they are divided into 
Cherubim, Seraphim, Thrones, Domina- 
tions, Principalities, Powers. Their com- 
mander-in-chief is Michael. Daniel called 
him Michael, St. John called him Michael. 
These superna! beings are more thoroughly 
organized than any army that ever marched. 
They are swifter than any cyclone that ever 
swept the sea. They are more radiant than 
any morning that ever came down on the sky. 
Tliey have more to do with your destiny and 
mine than any being in the universe except 
God. May the Angel of the New Covenant, 
whois the Lord Jesus, open our eyes, and 
touch our tongue, and rouse our soul, while we 
speak of their deathlessness, their intelligence, 
their numbers, their strength, their achieve- 
mients. 

Yes, deathless. They had a cradle, but will 
never have a grave. The Lord remembers 
when they were born, but no one shall ever 
see their eye extinguished, or their momentum 
siow up, or their existence terminate. The 
o!dest of them has not a wrinkle, or a decrepi- 
tude, or a hindrance, as young after six thou- 
Sand years as at the close of their first hour. 
Christ said.of the good in heaven: ‘‘Neither 
can they die any more, for they are equal unto 
the angels.’’ Yes, deathless are these wonder- 
ful creatures of whom I speak. They. will 
see world after world go out. but there 
shall be no fading of their own brill- 
liance. Yea, after the last world has taken 
its last flight they will be ready for the wildest 
circuit through immensity, taking a quadrillion 
of miles in one sweep as easy asa _ pigeon cir- 
cles adovecot. They are never sick. They 
are never exhausted. They need no sleep, for 
they are never tired. At God’s command 
they smnocte with death, in one night, one 
hundred and eighty-tive thousand of Senna- 
clierib’s host, but no fatality can smite then. 
Awake, agile, multipotent, deathless, im- 
mortal! 

A further characteristic of these radiant 
folk is intelligence. The woman of Tekoah 
was right when she spoke to King David of 
the wisdom of an angel. We take in what lit- 
tle we know through eve and ear and nostril 
and touch ; but those beings have no physical en- 
casement and hence they are all senses. A wall 
five feet thick is not solid to them. Through 
it they go without disturbing flake of mortar 
or crystal of sand. Knowledge! It flashes on 
them. They takeit in at ali points. They 
absorb it. They gather it up without any 
hinderment. No need of literature for them! 
‘The letters of their books are stars. The 
dashes of their books are meteors. The words 
of their books are constellations. The 
paragraphs of their books are galaxies. The 
pictures of their books” are _ sunrises, 
and sunsets, and midnight auroras, and the 
Conquerer on the white horse with the moon 
under his feet, and seas of glass mingled with 
fire. Their library is an open universe. No 
need of a telescope to see something millions 
of miles away, for instantly they are there to 
Imspect and explore it. All -astronoiies, al] 
geologies, all botonies, all philosophies at their 
feet. What an opportunity for intelligence is 
theirs! What facilities for knowing every- 
thing and knowing it right away! 

There is only one thing that puts them to 
their wit’s end, and the Bible says they have 
to study that. They have been studyingit all 
through the ages, and yet I warrant they have 
not fully grasped it—the wonders of Redeimp- 
tion. These wonders are so high, so deep, so 
grand, so stupendous, so magnificent that 9ven 
the intelligence of angelhood is confounded 
before it. The apostle says, ‘‘ Which prs, 2 

) am 
ject that excites inquisitiveness on their part. 
hat is a theme that strains their faculties to 
the utmost. That is higher than they can 
climb, and deeper than they can _ dive. 
have a_ desire for something too 
for their comprehension, ‘’ Which 
things the angels desire to look into.’’ But 
that does not discredit their intelligence. No 
one but God Himself can fully understand the 
wonders of Redemption. If all heaven should 
study it for fifty eternities they would get no 
further than A B C of that inexhaustible sub- 
ject. But nearly all other realms of knowl- 
edge they have ransacked and explored and 
compassed. No one but God can tell them 
anything they donot know. They have read 
tothe last word of the last line of the last 
page of the last volume of investigation. And 
what delights me most is that all their inteli- 
gence is to be at our disposal, and, coming into 
their presence, they will tell us in five minutes 
more than we can learn by one hundred years 
of earthly surmsiing. 

A further caracteristic of these immortals 
is their velocity. This the Bible puts some- 
times under the figure of wings, sometimes 
under the figure of a flowing garment, some- 
times under the figure of naked feet. As these 
superhumans are without bodies these ex- 
pressions are of course figurative, and mean 
swiftness. The Bible tells us that Daniel 
Was praying, and Gabriel flew from heaven and 
touched him beforehe got up from fhis knees. 
How far, then, did the Angel Gabriel have 
to fly in those moments of Daniel’s prayer? 
Heaven is thought to be the centre of the 
universe. Oursunand its planets only the 
rim of the wheels of worlds. In a moment 
the Angel Gabriel flew from that centre to this 

veriphery. Jesus told Peter He could instantly 
have sixty thousand angles present if He 
called forthem. What foot of antelope or 
wing of albatrosscould equal that velocity? 
Law of gravitation, which grips all things else, 
has no influence upon angelic momentum. In- 
mensities before them open and shut like a 
fan. That they are here is no reason why 
they should not be a quintillion of miles hence 
the next minute. Our bodies hinder us, but 
our minds can circle the earth in a minute. 
Angelic beings are bodiless and have no 
limitation. God may with his __ finger 
point down to some world in trouble on

sa and instantly it is in His bosom. 
Elijah, Hagar, Joshua, Gideon, 
Manoah, Paul, St. John, could tell of their 
unhindered locomotion. The red feet of sum- 
mer lightning are slow compared with their 
hegiras. This doubles up and compresses in- 
finitudes into infinitesimals. This puts all 
the astronimical heavens into a space like 
the balls of a child’s rattle. This mingles 
into one the here and the there, the now and 
the then, the boyond and the yonder. 

Another remark I have to make concerning 
these illustrious immortals is,that they are 
multitudinous. Their census has never been 
taken and no one but God knows how many 
they are, but all the Bible accounts suggest 
their immense numbers. Companies of them, 
regiments of them, armies of them, mountain- 
tops haloed by them, skies populous with 
them. John speaks of angels and other beings 
round the throne as ten thousand times ten 
thousand. Now, according to my calculation, 
ten thousand times ten ghousand are one 
hundred million. But these are only the 
angelsin one place. David counted twenty 
thonsand of them rolling down the sky in 
chariots. When God came away fiom the riven 
rocks of Mount Sinai, the Bible says He had 
the companionship of ten thousand angels. I 
think they are in every battle, in every exi- 
gency, at every birth, at every pillow, atevery 
hour, at every moment. The earth full of 
them. The heavens full of them. They out- 
uumber the human race in this world. They 
outnumber ransomed spirits in glory. When 
Abraham had his knife uplifted to slay Isaac, 
it was an angel who arrested the stroke, cry- 
ing, ‘Abraham! Abraham!”’ It was a stair- 
way of angels that Jacob saw while pillowed 
in the wilderness. Weare told an angel led 
the hosts of Israelites out of Egyptian serfdom. 
It was an angel that showed Hagar the foun- 
tain where she filled the bottle for the lad. It 
was an angel that took Lot out of doomed 
Sodom. It wdsan angel that shut up the 
mouth of the hungry monsters 
when Daniel was thrown into the 
caverns. It was an angel that fed 
Elijah under the juniper tree. It was an an- 
gel that announced to Mary the approaching 
nativity. They were angels that chanted when 
Clirist was born. . It was an angel that strength- 
ened our Saviourin His agony. It was an an- 
gel that oncouraged Paul in the Mediterranean 
shipwreck. It wasanangel that burst open 
the prison, gateafter gate, until Peter was 
liberated. It wasan angel that stirred the 
Pool of Siloam where the sick were 
healed. It was an angel that John saw 
fiying through the midst of heaven, and an 
ange! with foot planted on the sea, and an an- 
gel that opened the book, an angel that sounded 
the trumpet, and an angel that thrust in 
the sickle, and an angel that poured out 
the vials, and anangel standing in the sun. 
It will be an angel with uplifted hand, swear- 
ing that Time shall be no longer. In the 
great final harvest of the world, the reapers 
ara the angels. Yea, the Lord shall be re- 
vealed from heaven with mighty angels. Oh, 
the numbers, and the might and the glory of 
these supernals! Fleets of them! Squadrons 
of them! Host beyond host! Rank above 
rank! Millions on millions! Andall on our 
side if we will have them. 

This leads me to speak of the offices of these 
supernals. To defend, to cheer, to rescue, to 
escort, to give victory to the right, and over- 
throw the wrong; that is their business. Just 
as alert today and efficient as when in- Bible 
times they spread wing, or unsheathed sword, 
or rocked down penitentiaries, or filled the 
mountains with horses of fire hitched to char- 
iots of tireand driven by reinsmen of fire. 
They have turned your steps a hundred times 
and you knew it not. You were on the way 
todo some wrong thing and they changed 
your course. They brought some thought of 
Christian parentage, or of lovalty to your own 
home, and that arrested you. They ar- 
ranged that some one should meet 
you at that crisis, and propose something hon- 
orable and elevating, or they took from your 
pocket some ticket to evilamusement, a ticket 
that you neverfound. It wasanfngel of God, 
and perhaps the very one that guided you to 
this service, and that now waits to report 
some holy impression to be this mroning made 
upon your soul, tarrying with one feot upon 
the doorstep of your immortal spirit, and the 
other foot lifted for ascent into the sktes. By 
some prayer detain him until he can tell of a 
repentant and ransomed soul! Or you were 
some time borne down with trouble, bereave- 
ment, persecution, bankruptcy, sickness and 
all manner of troubles beating their discords 
in your heart and life. You gave up; you 
said: “I cannot stand it any _lenger. 
I believe I will take my life. Where 
is the rail-train, or the deep wave, or the preci- 
pice that will end this torment of carthly ex- 
istence?’’?’ But suddenly your mind bright- 
ened. Courage came surging into your heart 
like oceanic tides. You said: ‘‘God is on my 
side, and all these adversities he can make 
turn out for my good.’’ Suddenly you felt a 
peace, a deep peace, the peace of God that 
passeth ali understanding. What made the 
change? A sweet and mighty, and comfort- 
ing angel of the Lord met you. That was 
all. 

What an incentive to purity and righteous- 
ness is this doctrine that we are continually 
under angelic observation! Eyes ever on you, 
so that the most seeret misdeed is committed 
in the midst of an audience of immortals. 
No door so bolted, no darkness se Cimmerian, 
as to hinder that supernal eyesight. Not 
critical eyesight, not jealous eyesight, not 
baleful eyesight, but friendly eyesight, sym- 
pathetic eyesight, helpful eyesight. 
Confidential clerk of store, with 
great responsibility on your’ shoulder, 
and no one to applaud your work when 
you do it well, and sick with the world’s in- 
gratitude, think of the angels in the counting- 
room raptured at your fidelity! Mother of 
household, stitching, mending, cooking, dust- 
ing, planning, up half the night, or all night, 
with the sick child, day in and day out, yearin 
and year out, worn with the monotony of a life 
that no one seems to care for, think of the 
angels in the nursery, ange!s in ail the rooms of 
your toiling, angels about the sick cradle, and 
all in sympathy!

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A Crucial Test. 

The Chieago Inter-Ocean thinks that the 
utterances of a southern convention of north- 
ern residents would have little effect, unless 
the convention should contain a majority or 
a goodly minority of republicans who would 
declare that their bold and open work for 
their party had caused them no more direct 
persecution or social ostracism than a zeal- 
pus democrat undergoes in the republican 
state of Kansas, 

Our contemporary, to illustrate the fair 
political methods of the north, refers to the 
peaceable candidacy of a man in Chicago, 
who ran as a socialist, and was known to 
have strong sympathies with the anarchists. 
After holding up this example for us to ad- 
mire and imitate, the Inter-Ocean names a 
certain negro politician, and says: 

“Suppose that he were nominated for mayor of 
Atlanja; Suppose it to be generally believed that 
he could poll a vote as large, proportionately to 
the populations of Atlanta and Chicago, as was 
cast for the Solialist Nelson, could this negro 
candidate be given sucha fair field and sucha 
peaceable candidature in Atlanta as the socialist 
was given in Chicago? This is a crucial test. Can 
the city of Atlanta or the state of Georgia indorse 

it? If not, then somewhat of the full measure of 
freedom is lacking to them.” 


The Chicago paper calls its question a 
crucial test. There is nothing in it that re- 
quires anything more than an off-hand 
answer. ‘The socialist candidate for mayor 
in Chieago received less than half the votes 
gast for his successful opponent, and, as that 
result was expected, the citizens did not ex- 
cite themselves unnecessarily. In the face 
of a similar majority confidentty looked for, 
the negro politician referred to would walk 
through a peaceable campaign in Atlanta, if 
his methods were not riotous or against the 
interests of law and order 

And now we feel tempted to ask the Inter- 
©cean two questions. How large a republi- 
can vote would a negro candidate for mayor 
be likely to poll in Chicago? Would sucha 
candidacy be as well received as that of a 
white socialist in sympathy with the 
anarchists? 

We do not expect the questions to be 
answered. All the same, however, it may 
be stated as a fact that the republicans of 
Chicago, despite their professions of love for 
the colored race, take precious good care 
never to put a negro forward for any im- 
portant office with any honor or profit in it. 


The Railway Mail Clerks. 

Unless we are very much mistaken, 
people generally are in favor of the 
‘now pending in-congress to increase 
compensation of the railway mail clerks. 

The mail clerks employed on the railways 
are an exceptionally bright and competent 
class of men. Their qualifications, labor 
and the risk they run on the road should be 
justly compensated. The salary of $960 a 
year for such service is altogether too sinall, 
and if it is not increased the government 
will find that it is impossible to secure first 
class men and keep them long in this line of 
work. 

The secure and expeditious handling of 
the mails is a matter that comes home to all 
of us. It directly touches our business and 
social world. Every citizen is interested in 
an efficient railway mail service, and will 
readily indorse the proposition that it should 
be fairly well paid. 

The bill to inerease the wages of these 
clerks isa just measure, and the congress- 
men who vote for it need not fear the dis- 
pleasure of their constituents, 


Neokeatearted Men. 

Women with ‘‘broken hearts’’ will always 
excite the sympathy of men. Besides the 
curiosity which such a mental condition ex- 
cites, the grief of a woman appeals to us 

and commands our pity and tenderest 
solicitude. But there are fewer women 

‘with broken hearts now than formerly. The 
meek, impressionable women of Miss Edge- 
worth’s novels are no Jonger fashionable, 
and while the pangs of unrequitted love are 
still apt to change the chambers of a 
woman's heart with melting grief, it. is not 
often the griefthat kills. As a rule, the 
women of our day are wiser in this respect 
than their great-grandmothers were—s weet 
philosphers, in their way, who take the 
world as they find it and reason themselves 
out of languishing when love is cruel or 
unkind. 

It is the men whose hearts are breaking 
now-a-days, the big, strong men who would 
not be suspected of having more ‘than 
enough heart to just keep them in healthy 
condition. Byron set the fashion, and of 
late years Joaquin Miller has taken it up 
and opened his bleeding heart to. the world 
in the lines: 

“The ships, black-vellied, climb the sea, 

And seamen seek their loves on land; 
And youth and maiden, hand in hand, 

Walk on, as glad as glad can be. 

But never more shall love seek me, 

By broken land or blowy sea— 

‘Nay, never more shall love seek me.” 

Tye poets, glad of such a high example, 
have joined the strain, and ever since, they 
have been giving us broken hearts in broken 
doses, well shaken before taken. We have 
the witness of it every day in seores of 
poems and love-lorn sketches addressed to 
this office by poets and authors everywhere; 
and it isindeed sad to think that this busy, 
bustling age has so many broken-hearted men 
in it; for if a man’s heart be broken indeed, 
and he has no reasonable hope of mending 
it. he is not likely to be of much service to 
the world or to those who dwell therein, but

And as they are doing the world no good 
as matters stand now, by withdrawing from 
it in this fashion, they would not only 
have a hallelulia time in secret session, but 
their retirement would have a_ healthful 
influence upon man and womankind and 
business generally,

ment. ‘The world has no use for broken- 
hearted men. The fellow who can dance 
an Irish jig and whistle at the same time 
is more to its taste. Solet them look toit. 


Taking the Census. 

The census enumerators will begin their 
canvass Monday, June 2nd. Asa rule, the 
census man is not very popular with the 
ignorant classes, who do- mot appreciate the 
importance of his work and seem disposed 
so resent his presence as an intrusion: but 
it would be well for all such to bear in mind 
that they are liable toa heavy fine for re- 
fusing to answer the questions that will be 
asked them, When the last census was 
taken a number of illiterate negroes in the 
rural districts were under the impression 
that the government, by plying them with 
such ‘‘elose questions,’’ meant to force them 
back into slavery; at least the report, orig- 
inating in the log cabins of the ante-bellum 
negroes, spread through the neighborhoods 
worked against the interests of the census 
takers. They are doubtless better informed 
now, but some of them amay still make an 
effort to keep a mile or. s@@head of the cen- 
sus man and make his work as.arduous as 
possible. 

As the enumerators will get from $50 to 
$100 a month, applications for positions are 
pouring in, and they are worrying the super- 
visors no little. 

It was thought that the government 
would not require females to be very particu- 
lar in answering questions as to age. In- | 
deed, some of the census fellows say it is un- 
necessary to ask a woman her age more 
than once in a lifetime, as their experience 
has been that itis the same from year to 
year. But this remains to be seen. In the 
meantime the canvass promises to be a lively 
and interesting one. 


The Tallapoosa Banquet. 

Tallapoosa deserves the thanks of the 
state for bringing so large and representa- 
tive a body of men from New England to 
Georgia. The style in which these guests 
were entertained would do credit to any of 
the older cities of the state, and isin keeping 
With the broad-gauge policy which the 
ruling spirits in Tallapoosa have inaugu- 
rated. 

The coming of so many conservative citi- 
zens of New England to the south is no 
small matter. That they should desire to 
come here argues well. It shows that they 
do think about us in that remote region, 
and that they are willing to find out what 
we are and what kind of a country we pos- 
They have heard mych of the south 
within the last three years; good and bad 
things have been said of us, and now they 
come to see which is true. We weleome 
them on this tour of investigation, and we 
know their proverbially keen eyes will be 
used to good advantage. : 

At the Tallapoosa banquet a poet from 
the Wabash happily alluded to the two in- 
vasions, one thirty years ago and one now. 
Both were warmly received. ‘These who 
came then were given the best we had. 
Some are sleeping still at the foot of Ken- 
nesaw, and not far away, some of the men 
who met them have found a lasting habita- 
tion. Peace to their ashes; on whichever 
side they fell. 

But the new invasion brings many bless- 
ings and adds no sorrow therewith. First 
and best of all, it will bring about a_ better 
understanding between us. Inthe immortal 
words of the happy Lrishman, one man is 
as good as another; if anything, a little 
better. The milk of human kindness flows, 
like the gulf stream, through every clime: 
and though it appears to freeze over in New 
England occasionally, it is always warm at 
the bottom. They are weléome to Georgia. 
and it is hardly necessary to-say that At- 
lanta’s latch string hangs on the outside.

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As Others See Us. 

The close social and business intercourse 
between the north and south is rapidly sweep- 
ing away sectional prejudices. 

A New England tourist writes from At- 
lanta to the Litchfield, Connecticut, En- 
quirer that he is delighted with the courte- 
ous manners of the southerners, and with 
their high-minded notions. He says: 

Another very noticeable characteristic of a 
southerner is his high idea of honor. Some of us 
at the north are beginning to think there is some- 
thing in the word “chivalry” in the south beyond 
a mere Chesterfieldian manner. Honor means 
something here. As an illustration, at the exam- 
inations of the University of Virginia they do not 
have men stationed in different parts of the room 
to see that the students do not “crib” or dishon- 
estly obtain information in answering the ques- 
tions, as they do at all northern colleges. But 
they allow the boys to go and come at their pleas- 
ure, only requiring them at the end of the exam- 
ination to pledge their word that they did not 
have any help in answering the questions. ,I am 
told that only one man has ever been caught in 
breaking his word, and he was immediately ex- 
pelied at the request of the sttdents.. The cus- 
tom of relying on a man’s word>is common all 
through the south, not only in the various col- 
leges, but in every-day business matters. You 
may expect tobe treated not only honestly but 
honorably in any business transaction you have 
with a southerner, and they expect the same of 
you. Sharp or unscrupulous dealings receive lit- 
le favor here. , 

The writer then goes on to speak of south- 
ern conservatism in religion, politics and 
literature. He is satisfied after studying 
our people aud their environment that the 
attacks upon them in the northern press 
‘are unwarranted, and taken as a whole, 
sadly untrue.”’ , ate 

It is easy to see that this friendly New 
Englander is pleased even with the old 
south, for he speaks of ‘“‘the remarkably 
fine physique of the old-time southern gen- 
tleman—tall, large, graceful and command- 
ing—the greatest number of fine-looking 
men to be found in any part of the coun- 
try.’ Of the younger generation he says: 
‘‘They are not as large, tall, or as polished 
in their manners. They have contracted 
the ways of the pushing yankee or the 
rustling westerner, and in the race of a 
business life are not as particular about 
every little manner and word as were their 
fathers.”’ 

The steady stream of northern travel 
through the south brings out from time to 
time just such letters and expressions of 
opinion. The northern opinion of the 
south has undergone a tremendous modifica- 
tion in the past few years. It would be im- 
possible now for Harper’s Weekly to -pub- 


For instance, they might form themselyeg | 
| 


lish such pictures of southern life as dfs- 
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graced its columns twenty and 
protest against anything so libelous. 
Everything is working out all right. 
When the south is a little better known she 
will be presented to the world in her true 
light by the very writers and artists who a 
few years ago described her as everything 
that was hideous and repulsive. It is a 
good thing for people to get acquainted be- 


| fore they write about each other. 


Writing Up the South. 

It is noticeable that when our northern 
friends come south they use a good deal of 
inkin writing up the country. Indeed, about 
the first thing they do after they register at the 
hotels and take a walk around is to indite a 
letter in its praise, and dispatch it to some 
influential northern paper. Of course there 
are exceptions to this rule, but they are few. 
Recently a number of letters, written from 
Georgia, have made their appearance in 
leading papers at the north. They were 
written by northern men who came south to 
study the situation and, if possible, get a 
clearer understanding of conditions and af- 
fairs here. The result “is, the south has 
been a revelation to them, and they have 
been enabled, by persenal investigation, to 
appreciate where they were wont to con- 
demn, to trust where they feared, to love 
where they, perhaps, have hated. 

This is in keeping with our frequent ad- 
vice to the critics of the south and southern 
affairs: If you want to know a people you 
must live with them. A western man re- 
marked the other day that it was a long 
time before he could get his consent to come 
south. He wanted to locate here, but he had 
been reading the Chicago Inter-Ocean and 
other papers that painted the south red, and 
he feared to risk it. Finally he came; a 
week's residence decided him to send for his 
family; =he wrote his impressions of the 
south, his letters were published, and they 
were the means of bringing a respectable 
colony of western people to Georgia, 

Our advice to northern people who visit 
us is, if you think the south is a good in- 
vestment ‘‘mention it when you ‘write.”’ 
But the advice is hardly necessary.

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WHOLESALE ROBBERY, 


A. L. DELKIN & CO. SYSTEMATICAL.- 
LY ROBBED OF $5,000 


In Jewelry~Young Herman Vineburg Ar- 
rested and eld on the Charge of 
Committing the Robberies. 


A wholesale robbery was unearthed [Satur- 
day. 

Young Herman Vineburg, a workman at 
A.L. Delkin & Co.’s jewelry establishment, 
was placed under arrest and kept under guard 
at the station house. 

Detective Carson, who has been working 
the case for four months; went to work with 
the youthful prisoner, and the7latter confessed 
to having robbed his employers of a large 
amount of valuable goods. 

In his confession he implicated a number of 
Jewish merchants, and several others were ar- 
rested and are still in custody. 

The story of the robbery forms a startling 
chapter in the criminal records. of the city. 
Young Vineberg is fifteen years old, and was 
emploved by Delkin & Co. a year and a half 
aco, an i was set to work to learn the trade of 
atjeweler, 

Mr. Delkin felt a great deal of interest in 
the boy, and missed no opportunity to do him 
a good turn to help him along in the business. 
Only a short time ago he raised the boy’s 
wares. 

An older brother] of Vineburg has been a 
trusted employe of the company for several 
years, and it was hoped that Herman would 
become an equally valuable acquisition to the 
business when he had mastered the trade and 
was ready to occupy a higher position. 

THE THIEVERY DISCOVERED. 

As far back as a year ago, they began to miss 
small articles from the store, and -were for 
sometime at a loss to locate the thief. 

Finally, the articles missed began to be of 
large value. A diamond ring and a fine gold 
watch would disappear in a day, and there was 
no trace of the whereabouts of the goods, or 
the identity of the thief. 

Mr. Delkin began a quiet watch, and soon 
suspected Herman Vineburg of being the 
guilty party. 

Detective Cason was put on the case about 
four months ago, and began a long, tedious 
and painstaking plan of operations. Bit by 
bit he collected evidence of the guilt of the 
youth, but he kept his owncounsel, so that the 
parties connected with the nefarious scheme 
kept on in profound ignorance of,the fact that 
their plans were known to the detective, and 
that exposure and conviction were slowly but 
surely closing in upon them. 

Saturday the evidence was so complete that 
the company felt justified in apprehending 
young Vineburg, and Detective Cason had 
him quietly arrested. 

He had gotten a list of numerous articles of 
valuable jewelry that the boy had stolen from 
the store and sold for insignificant sums to 
those who were into the plot, but who acted as 
purchasers of the stolen goods and worked 
Vineburg for all he was worth in the matter, 


VINEBURG CONFESSES. ; 

When confronted with this list} he saw that 
he was caught, and he made a clean breast of 
the whole matter from beginning to end. 

He told how he began by pilfering small 
articles and selling them to those who would 
pay himasmall sum for them. Emboldened 
by these successful dealings, he began to in- 
erease the scope of his operations. He would 
steal a valuable gold watch, or a piece of 
diamond jewelry worth from one to three 
hundred dollars, and sell them for three, four 
or five doHars to those whom he had taken 
into his confidence, and who found the busi- 
ness very profitable. 

In this way he managed to rob his em- 
ployers of a large amount of goods, estimated 
at all the way from three to five thousand 
dollars. 

After Herman was arrested his brother, 
Shepard Vineburg, was arrested and held asa 
witness. He works for Patterson & Caldwell, 
and had purchased some of the goods from his 
brother. 

Last evening Simon Marcus, who, with his 
brothers, runs a dry goods business.on Decatur 
street, was arrested. Herman confessed to 
having disposed of a large quantity of fine 
jewelry, watches and diamonds to members of 
this firm. Mareus denied having bought any- 
thing, but he was held in custody and the 
police took charge of the keys. 

Later in the night Captain Wright and De- 
tective Cason ordered the arrest of Sam Mar- 
cus, who had also purchased a lot of the goods. 
He also denied hayingjdene soybut was held by 
the police. 

OTHER ARRESTS 
will probably be made today, as the detectives 
have a lot of evidence that shows that others 
purchased goods of the boy, either knowingly 
or simply because they were offered at a cheap 
price. 

It is one of the most stupendous instances of 
systematic robbery that has ever come to light 
in Atlanta, and one of the best pieces of de- 
tective work ever doneinthe history of the 
department. 

Young Vineburg is an ungainly looking 
youth of ordinary intelligenoe, and nobody 
would suspect him from his looks of being as 
shrewd athief ashis own confessions have 
shown him to be. ! 

The police have been hard at work trying to 
unravel the case and recovel™"s much as possi- 
ble of the stolen goods; and the werk will 
go on until the whole matteris cleared up, 
and the guilty parties brought to justice.

In order to 
do this the road will branch off at Printup city 
and run along the eastern bank of the Oostan- 
aula river. The road will tap Broad street at 
A. Hamilton & Co’s wholesale grocery estab- 
lishment, and it may bécome necessary to de- 
molish that building. 

The East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
and Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus rail- 
roads will erect a commodious union depot in 
Rome, which will be located either on the 
north or south side of Broad street, at the in- 
tersection of First avenue. It will bea com- 
modious brick structure, and will be‘fitted up 
with every convenience that will contribute to 
the comfort of travelers and the employes of 
the roads. The estimated cost of the building 
is $15,000.

UNCLE SAM’S POSTAL, CLERKS WANT 
MORE PAY. 


A Statement Before Congress That Mr. 
Wanamaker Can Loose All the Days 
He Pleases and the Clerks Can't. 


The hardest worked men. 

The poorest paid men. 

The men whose lives are in the most con- 
stant danger are the United States postal 


clerks. 
Up to the year 1870 the postal clerks received 


a fair compensation for their services. It was 
apnounced, however, at that time, that appro- 
priations for the post otlice was so small that a 
reduction of salaries would have to be made. 


+Jt has never since then been convenient to 


resume the old standard. 

The postal clerks of Atlanta have now joined 
with their brethren throughout the country in) 
a petition for higher salary to the government. 

Some hot-headed partisans advised a general 
strike, but it was decided by those of calmer 
judgment that such a step would be too dis- 
astrous to the country because by one day’s 
strike the business of the entire world would 


be seriously damaged for two years. 
One of the postal clerks in Atlanta gave the 
following facts yesterday concerning the trials 


‘and dangers of his life. 

“There is a strenuous effort being made,’’ he 
said, “by the railroad postal clerks of the 
United States foran increase in salary. To 
this end they have had prepared a bill to re- 
classify the service and fixing the salaries to 
correspond with amount of work performed by 
each class. 

“This bill has been presented to the house of 
represen‘atives and referred to the postottice 
committee, which committee will probably 
report upou its passage at an early day. 

“In the Jast congress, the Hon. 8. 8. Cox 
was champion of these nen, and his last days 
were partly spent in endeavoring to secure 
justice for them. ss 

“There are thonsonds of our own citizens 

who are totally ignorant of the workings of 
this wonderfully systematic department of our 
government, and yet it is by far the most im- 
portant andthe nearest to the people of all 
govern mnt service. 
“There are now 5,448 railway postal clerks, 
who perform duty over 150,000 miles of rail- 
way-— of this number eighty are in Atlanta. 
These men are compelled to be on duty both 
day and night, and werking in cars placed 
next to the epgine, virtually carry their lives 
in their hands. Last year’s report was: Kill- 
e110: seriously injured %; slightly injured 40. 
There is no possible way for a clerk to detect 
danger except by the signal from the en- 
gineer's whistle. 

“Work is continuous and many trips are made 
by the men whose homes arein Atlanta, with 
every nerve and muscie, as well as the mind, 
strained to the ntmost, afid yet upon arrival at 
the terminus much of their work remains un- 
done. 

“Night work is performed the same as day 
work, thus rnining the eyesight and shorten- 
ing life. Their expenses are from S100 to $200 
a@ yeeron the road, which, as a matter of 
course, comes out of the salary. 

“Though a man remain in thefservice many 
years these examinations come at regular in- 
tervals, consisting of knowledge of location of 
postoftices, schedules and regulations. The 
postotiices in the Southern division arr:

‘Ninety per cent must be made and out of 
225 men appointed to positions in the service 
in this division only eighteen received perma- 
nent appointments, showiug that only a small 

ver cent of those appointed attain the staudard. 
he average salary at present is $963 per an- 
num. The clerks centering in Atlanta 
handle daily 63,189 pounds of mail, and one 
clerk states that for February he handled sep- 
arately over 200,000 letters. When 
the WEEKLY CONSTITUTION comes along 
it is like an earthquake in a_ village.” 

Mr, John J. Patterson, who is advocating 
the bill now before congress, made the follow- 
Ing remark in his recent speech before the 
postoftice committee : 

I stated to you that when the life of a postal 
clerk gbes out by accident when in the perform- 
ance of his duties on a car, that his salary ceases 
from that day. That is really a sad commentary 
on the care of the government for its most trusted 
employes, how little it is concerned when these 
men have offered up their lives in behalf of the 
postal service, and is it not strange that the law 
permits them to receive their salary for one year 
when so injured, but declines to bestow a dollar 
upon their families when they are killed! It is an 
enigma I can not solve. 

But another strange and unaccountable feature ¢ 
of the law is that if postal clerks become sick in 
the discharge of their duties they are laid off and 
Substitutes put into their positions and are paid 
the salary that went to the clerks, and they, poor 
fellows, are left to get well or die,as Providence 
anay decide which is best for them. 

Now Task you whether er not that is dealing 
fairly by these men? If Mr. Wanamaker, or Mr. 
Bell, or Mr. Grant, or Mr. Campbell or any of the 
clerks in the postoftice department are compelled 
to remain away from their desks for a day or a 
week or for months, their pay never ceases. Mr. 
Wanamaker may leave Washington every Satur- 
day morning for Philadelphia in order to teach 
his great Sunday-school the way to glory and to 
God, and he may lose all of Mondoy on his return 
trip but not a penny is deducted on account of 
his absence; but let a postal clerk get sick or 
leave his work for one day, and his salary is 
clipped to correspond. 

i would say that if the postal elerks shall here- 
aiter be treated like inen instead of animals; as 
free moral agents instead of slaves; that if they 
are compensated to adegree not even bordering on 
generosity, but of equal and exact justice; if the 
power to regulate their talaries is fixed by you, 
instead of by the superintendent of the railway 


nail service, and if the clerks are not to be used to 


promote the ambition of Mr. Bell to become the 
general manager of the postoftice department for 
ten years at $10,000 a year, then, and nottill then, 
will you have a perfect and complete service. I 
leave this subject with you and hope that God 
will inspire your hearts to do justice to the men 
who do more to uphold and sustain the fabria of 
our government than any other classs in its em- 


ploy. “

C. H. MALLORY DEAD. 


THE GREATEST STEAMSHIP OWNER 
OF AMERICA. 


He Was Preparing to Give Georgia Ports a 
Line of Steamships When He Died— 
His Wishes to Be Fulfilled. 


Telegraphic dispatches bring the sad tidings 
of the death of Mr. C. H. Mallory, of New 
York, the senior member and founder of the 
well known and long established lines which 


bear his name. 

Mr. Mallory was the pioneerin establishing 
and building up the Coastwise steamship lines. 
He was far sighted and saw into the future 
commerce of our great country. 

Eminently successful in all his undertakings, 
his superior ability in the directton of steam- 
ship navigation and commerce between the 
different.ports was unexcelled. : 

For integrity and fair dealing in all his 
transactions, his name carried with it a weight 
in the mercantile community which was of 
the highest standard. 

Recently Mr. Mallory’s attention has been 
directed to south Atlantic ports, notably 
Brunswick, Ga., with a view to extending his 
business and giving southern ports the benefit 
of a portion of his magnificent fleet of steamers. 

Among business circles he was known as 
one of the most reliable men in the steamship 
business and a truly charitable man. 

For many years before the war Mr. Mallory 
ran a line of sailing vessels between New York 
and Liverpcol. When the great contest ren- 
dered the navigation of the high seas almost 
an impossibility, he turned his attention to 
ship building, and in his yard the keels of 
some of the finest war vessels were laid. 

After the war Mr. Mallory organized a line 
of sailing ships between New York and Gal- 
veston. He found his venture a profitable 
one and gradually substituted steamships un- 
tl at the time of his death he owned the larg- 
estand finest tieet of merchant steamers in 
America. 

Mr. Mallory, although seventy-six years old, 
wasa particularly healthy man until last April, 
when he was attacked with heart failure. 
Since that time he has never been perfectly 
well, though he continued in active business. 

Mr. Henry Mallory was on his way to At- 
lanta with his sister and Mr. Raymond, the 

Atlanta agent of the steamship company, last 
Wednesday, when he receaved a telegram 
calling him home because of his. father’s ill- 
ness. With all haste young Mr. Mallory and 
Miss Mallory hurried to New York, and 
reached their Friday morning in time to be 
present when their father passed away. 

Mr. Mallory’s family consists of three sons 
and two daughters, and his wishes in regard 
to opening up the Georgia ports will be strictly 
carried out. An immense estate will be de- 
vided among his heirs.
